During 1990-1991, several experienced mem- 
bers retired from the Review Board. Ms.

Ms. Lynne Wynick, an art dealer from 
Toronto, Ontario, was appointed to a second 
three-year term, and Ms. Danielle Rondeau 
of Montreal, Quebec, was appointed as a rep- 
resentative of the public-at-large.

Mr. Clark main- 
tains an active interest in the work of the 
Board, and he continues to provide much-

Dr. Marie Elwood, Chief Curator of History 
at the Nova Scotia Museum and a member of 
the Board for six years, was appointed as a 
special adviser immediately upon the comple- 
tion of her term as a member in 1988. Dr. 
Elwood provides valued advice to the Board 
and often acts as a liaison between the 


museum community and the Board. 


Mr. Peter Winkworth continues as the 


Board’s representative to the British Advisory 


Council on the Export of Works of Art, and 
provides invaluable assistance to Canadian 
institutions negotiating purchases abroad. 
The Board gratefully acknowledges Mr. 


Winkworth’s continuing contribution. 


All three special advisers were able to attend 
at least one meeting of the Board. They also 
provided information and advice about appli- 
cations for certification and grants through- 


out the year. 


Section 22 of the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act, as amended, states that the Board 
may call upon any person, who has profes- 
sional, technical or other special knowledge, 
to assist in an advisory capacity. The Board 
has frequently taken advantage of this provi- 
sion and is grateful for the detailed informa- 
tion and excellent advice it received from the 
experts employed by the National Archives of 
Canada, National Gallery of Canada, 
National Library of Canada, Canadian 
Museum of Civilization, National Museum of 
Science and Technology, Canadian Museum 
of Nature, National Currency Collection of 
the Bank of Canada, Geological Survey of 
Canada, the National Historic Parks and Sites 
Directorate of Environment Canada, the 
Royal Tyrrell Museum of Palaeontology, the 
Art Gallery of Ontario and the Royal Ontario 
Museum. The Review Board also wishes to 
acknowledge the dedication of former mem- 
bers who continue to contribute actively to 
the work of the Board, and the many other 
individuals and institutions whose advice and 


assistance have facilitated its work. 


DUTIES 

The duties of the Review Board, as set out in 
Section 20 of the Act, are: 

a) pursuant to Section 29, to review applica- 


tions for export permits, 


b) pursuant to Section 30, to make determi- 
nations respecting fair cash offers to pur- 


chase, and 


c) pursuant to Section 32, to make determi- 
nations for the purposes of subparagraph 
39 (1) (a) (i.1) or paragraph 110 (1) (b.1) 
of the Income Tax Act (see Appendix I for 
details). 


The Review Board also provides advice to the 
Minister on matters affecting the preserva- 
tion in Canada of movable cultural property. 
In particular, it makes recommendations to 
the Minister, pursuant to Section 35 of the 
Act, about grants and loans to designated 
institutions and public authorities in Canada 
for the purchase of objects for which export 
permits have been refused under the Act or 
for the purchase of cultural property situated 
outside Canada that is related to the national 
heritage. The grants and loans are made out 
of monies appropriated annually by 


Parliament. 


MEETINGS 
In 1990-1991, the Board held six regularly 


scheduled meetings — two in Ottawa and 
one each in Hull, Quebec City, Yellowknife 
and Hamilton. It considered a total of 1,158 
new applications for certification and heard 
seven appeals for cultural property export 
permits. The Board also made recommenda- 
tions to the Minister regarding 31 applica- 


tions for cultural property grants. 


In conjunction with the regularly scheduled 
meeting in September, the Board held a one- 
day policy meeting. Discussions centred on 
the Board’s new responsibilities concerning 
the determination of fair market value, con- 
flict of interest, and various issues affecting 
grants and the certification of cultural prop- 
erty for income tax purposes. As a result of 
this meeting in Yellowknife, the Board 
requested the Secretary to investigate 
whether the Program Evaluation Division of 
Communications Canada could undertake a 
specific study of issues relating to grants. The 
terms and conditions of this study were being 


finalized at the end of the fiscal year.

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G. ertification of cultural property for 
income tax purposes continues to be the 
major activity of the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board. By providing 
tax exemptions to private owners of cultural 
objects, the combined provisions of the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act and the 
Income Tax Act encourage them to donate 
or sell their cultural property to public 


institutions. 


The Board accepted 1,158 new applications 
and reconsidered another 10 not resolved 
by the end of the previous year. This total is 
greater than, but consistent with, the number 
of applications handled in the previous year, 
as the Board held only five meetings in fiscal 
year 1989-1990. The total monetary value of 
these applications ($57,932,907) was also 
consistent with the record amount of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. These amounts suggest that 
Canadians appreciate the importance of 
enriching public collections through dona- 
tions and are fully aware of the generous tax 


benefits that are available for such donations. 


In 1990-1991, the Board approved 1,092 
applications, 1,024 donations and 68 sales. 
The total estimated fair market value of the 
donations was approximately $55,817,605, 
while the sales amounted to $2,115,302. The 
Board could not approve 145 applications 
(13 percent) the first time they were consid- 
ered because of insufficient information 


about the national significance of the object 


or questions about the fair market value. 
Thirty of these had to be considered a third 
time before being approved. The Board 
refused nine applications, as the objects did 
not satisfy the criteria of “outstanding signifi- 
cance and national importance” contained in 
Section 11 of the Act. The Board also low- 
ered the fair market value of 14 donations 
(this aspect of the Board’s work is discussed 
further in the section “Determination of Fair 
Market Value”). 


The proportion of applications in each of the 
categories of cultural property was much the 
same as in previous years. Approximately 650 
applications (59 percent) for certification 
related to works of art. The Board notes with 
pleasure the continuing trend to donate 
important works by contemporary Canadian 
artists including Fred Ross, Joe Fafard, Louise 
Gadbois, Tim Zuck, Takao Tanabe, Harold 
Town, William Ronald, Jeffrey Spalding, 
Louise Scott, Carl Beam, Jean-Paul Riopelle, 
Rita Letendre, Royden Rabinowitch, and 
Attila Richard Luckas. Applications also 
included works by artists of earlier genera- 
tions, such as, David Milne, Barker Fairley, 
James Wilson Morrice, L.L. Fitzgerald, Ozias 
Leduc, Mashel Teitelbaum, Paul-Emile 
Borduas, William Kurelek, William Brymner 
and Emily Carr. Art galleries and museums 
also acquired several large and important col- 
lections of Inuit prints and sculpture by such 
well-known artists as John Tiktak, Jessie 
Oonark, Pitseolak Ashoona, Tatuyea Ikidluak 


and Povungnituk. As well, works by such 
internationally renowned creators as Henry 
Moore, Jules Olitski, Georgia O’Keefe, 
Joseph Wright of Derby, Karel Appel, David 
Hockney, Barent Fabritius, Robert Motherwell 
and Claude Monet were donated to 


Canadian museums. 


Of particular note among the donations was 
a fine painting by Claude Monet entitled 
Channg Cross Bridge, brouillard, 1902. One of 
34 views of the bridge painted by Monet 
between 1899 and 1904, this magnificent 
work forms part of the “Thames series” pro- 
duced during the first decade of the twenti- 
eth century. As with other series paintings by 
Monet, the true subject is not the structure 
depicted, but rather how atmospheric condi- 
tions and changing light affect the appear- 
ance of the structure. Another significant 
donation was a compelling painting by 
Barent Fabritius, Saint Matthew and the Angel, 
1656. While representations of the four evan- 
gelists were common during the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, Fabritius gave his 
own, unique interpretation to the subject 
with his depiction of the angel whispering to 
the saint. The effect of this innovation is sub- 
tle, yet creates an intense link between the 


evangelist and the source of his inspiration. 


Archival and book collections accounted for 
346 applications (31 percent). Contemporary 
Canadian academics, authors, artists, politi- 
cians, associations and corporations contin- 
ued to donate their collections to public 
institutions. Archives across the country also 
continued to acquire collections by editorial 
cartoonists, such as, Jack Boothe, Gorde 
Hunter, Fred Sebastien, Tom Innes, Len 
Norris and Jean-Marc Phaneuf. Many collec- 
tions of historic significance were also 
donated, as were rare books, personal 


libraries, musical scores, film collections, 


audio tapes, photographs, architectural draw- 


ings, maps and charts. 


A university library acquired a rare collection 
of manuscripts by and about American natu- 
ralist and zoologist Dian Fossey. These were 
part of the papers. of Canadian writer Farley 
Mowat. The collection consists of field notes, 
a partial typescript for Dian Fossey’s book, 
Gorillas in the Mist, and family correspon- 
dence. Farley Mowat originally acquired the 
material as part of the preparatory research 
for his book, Virunga: The Passion of Dian 
Fossey. This material provides valuable 
insights into both Fossey’s career and Farley 


Mowat’s research concerning her work. 


Another interesting archival collection 
acquired this year consisted of more than 12 
metres of music scores and opera libretti. 
Included in the collection are musical scores 
of operas that were popular when composed, 
but which have since fallen into obscurity. 
Many of these scores are now out of print. 
These rare archival copies are of consider- 
able historical value as they represent uncut 
versions of operas that are now available only 


in highly edited versions. 


Decorative art accounted for 39 applications 
(3.5 percent) and included Canadian furni- 
ture, oriental textiles, silver, gold, porcelain, 
stoneware and ceramic objects, a collection 
of European timepieces, carpets, and a large 
collection of art nouveau and art deco furni- 
ture. Of particular interest was the donation 
of a collection of more than 300 nineteenth- 
century lighting devices that show the evolu- 
tion of domestic lighting technology. This 
collection, comprising candle holders, lard 
lamps, burning fluid lamps, kerosene lamps, 
gas lights, acetylene lamps, and electric 
lamps, traces progress toward greater com- 
fort and efficiency in both domestic lighting 
and heating. 


The Board received 14 applications for 
ethnographic objects. These objects 
included a Japanese embroidered silk hang- 
ing, African sculpture, Métis artifacts, and 
Northwest Coast material including a Haida 
dance screen, a Tsimshian human face mask 
and a Bella Coola bird/human mask. Also, a 
museum received a collection of baby carrier- 
related artifacts, including cradle-boards, 
baby belts, slings, bunting bags, rattles, and 


charms. 


The remaining applications covered entomo- 
logical specimens, gemstones, a Victoria 
Cross group of medals, firearms, numismatic 
collections, bank note face proofs, a sword 
and scabbard, the railway car Strathcona and a 


Sawyer-Massey steam traction engine. 


DETERMINATION OF FAIR MARKET VALUE 
In 1990-1991, the Review Board assumed full 


responsibility for determining the fair market 
value of gifts of certified cultural property. 
Two Ways and Means Motions contained in 
the February 20, 1990 federal budget trans- 
ferred this responsibility to the Board from 


Revenue Canada, Taxation. 


To assist the Board with the implementation 
of this responsibility, the Chairperson, 
Secretary and Assistant Secretary met with 
representatives of the Art Advisory Panel of 
the U.S. Internal Revenue Service. The Art 
Advisory Panel reviews the fair market value 
of all donations of art valued in excess of 
$20,000. Valuable insights were gained from 
the panel’s experience. The meeting also 
permitted an exchange of information about 
American and Canadian tax incentives for 
gifts in kind. 


Additional staff joined the Secretariat this 
year to enable it to conduct research into 
prices realized and market trends for the 
diverse variety of cultural property that 
comes before the Review Board. The 
Secretariat is now able to provide the Board 
with detailed research reports about objects 
and collections when insufficient information 
is received from the applicant. This 
expanded capability has been invaluable to 
the Board when determining the fair market 


value of cultural property. 


If the Board is concerned about the evalua- 
tion of an object being donated, it normally 
requests that the applicant institution, the 
donor and/or the appraisers provide addi- 
tional information to support the valuation. 
The Board may also request the Secretariat to 
prepare a research report documenting sales 
and the fair market value of comparable 
works donated to other institutions. If, based 
on this information, the Board is convinced 
that the submitted value is appropriate, it will 
authorize the issuance of an income tax cer- 
tificate. If it remains unconvinced, it must 


then determine the value. 


Of the 1,092 applications for certification 
approved this year, the Board accepted the 
estimated fair market value based on the 
appraisals submitted with the application for 
all but 14. Of the 14, 10 were donations of 
fine art, two were decorative art, one was an 
ethnographic object and one was a_ palaeon- 
tological collection. In all cases the value was 
lowered. The effect of these changes resulted 
in the estimated fair market values being low- 
ered by a total of $500,390, or less than 1 per- 
cent of the total value of certified cultural 


property donated during this fiscal year.

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| ae to Section 35 of the Act, the 
Minister may make grants and loans to insti- 
tutions and public authorities to purchase 
objects for which export permits have been 
refused, or cultural property located outside 
of Canada that is related to the national her- 
itage. As a matter of policy, the Review Board 
provides the Minister with advice about the 


awarding of these grants. 


The Board made recommendations to the 
Minister concerning 31 applications for cul- 
tural property grants. They recommended 
approval of 26 of these grants. Two were 
later not required because the applicant was 
unsuccessful in acquiring the object at auc- 
tion. The Board also recommended that five 
applications be refused because, in its opin- 
ion, the object or collection did not meet the 
criteria of “outstanding significance and 
national importance” contained in the Act. 
The Minister concurred with all of the 


Board’s recommendations. 


Ten grants, valued at $433,808, that were 
awarded in the previous fiscal year were paid 
this year as there were insufficient funds in 
last year’s budget. Again this year, one grant 
had to be paid in two instalments, with partial 
payment this fiscal year and the remainder 


from next year’s budget. 


GRANTS AND LOANS 


The Board is becoming increasingly con- 
cerned with the trend toward “borrowing” 
from future funds before the beginning of a 
fiscal year. It recognizes, however, that 
because of the unique nature of cultural 
objects there may not be a second chance to 
acquire them. The number of grants 
received, many of which are for relatively 
small amounts, is a constant reminder of the 
scarcity of funds available to Canadian muse- 
ums, archives and libraries for acquisitions. 
This is also the third consecutive year that the 
budget has been fully expended. This 
demonstrates the importance of these grants 
to Canadian museums, archives and libraries. 
A $200,000 increase to the budget as a result 
of the Museum Policy was extremely wel- 
come. It is hoped that further consideration 
will be given to increasing the funds available 
for such purchases. If additional funds are 
not forthcoming, the Board may be required 
to apply a more restrictive interpretation of 
the criteria of “outstanding significance and 
national importance” when considering grant 


applications.

REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS FOR 
EXPORT PERMITS 


he procedures and criteria followed by 
the Board in reviewing applications for cul- 
tural property export permits can be found 
in Appendix V. The Review Board heard 
eight appeals this year, and in all but one 
case agreed with the recommendation of the 
expert examiner that the permit be refused. 
Additional information about each of these 


appeals follows. 


PERMIT APPLICATION #53542 

DZONOQUA (WILD WOMAN OF THE WOODS) MASK 
CARVED CEDAR, PAINT, HUMAN HAIR, COTTON 

SEINE TWINE 

circA 1880 

As noted in the 1989-1990 Annual Report, 
the Board heard an appeal regarding this 
application on November 21, 1989. The 
Board concluded that the mask met all the 
criteria of Section 11(1)(a) and (b) of the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act, and 
established a six-month delay period. During 
the delay period, the Board received a grant 
application from the Campbell River and 
District Museum and Archives Society. When 
the grant had not been approved at the end 
of the delay period, the exporter requested 
that the Cultural Property Export Permit be 
issued. In making this request the exporter 
expressed regret at having to export the 
mask. He stated that he had suffered finan- 
cially as a result of the delay period because 
of interest payments on the money borrowed 
to purchase the mask. On May 21, 1990, the 
Review Board directed the Permit Issuing 
Officer in Victoria to issue the export permit 
pursuant to subsection 30(4) of the Cultural 
Property Export and Import Act. 


PERMIT APPLICATION #55063 

ONE PAINTING AND ONE WATERCOLOUR 

BY CHARLES CALEB WARD 

CIRCA 1887 AND 1888 

The Board heard an appeal regarding this 
application on November 22, 1989. As 
recorded in the last annual report, the paint- 
ing and the watercolour met all the criteria of 
Section 11(1)(a) and (b) of the Cultural 
Property Export and Import Act. The Board 
therefore established a four-month delay 
period and informed several Canadian insti- 
tutions that the painting and watercolour 
were available for purchase. Before the end 
of the delay period, the Beaverbrook Art 
Gallery purchased the painting with the assis- 
tance of the Government of Canada in the 


form of a cultural property grant.

As discussed in the 1989-1990 Annual Report, 
the Board held an appeal hearing for this 
application on November 21, 1989. The 
Board agreed that the drawing met all the cri- 
teria of Section 11(1)(a) and (b) of the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act, and 
established a four-month delay period. 
During the delay period, the Art Gallery of 
Ontario entered into negotiations to pur- 
chase the drawing, but these had not been 


concluded by the end of the fiscal year. In 


April 1990, they applied for, and subse- 
quently received, a grant under the terms of 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act to 


assist with the purchase of the drawing.

The Board heard an appeal regarding this 
export permit application on January 25, 
1990. As recorded in the 1989-1990 Annual 
Report, the Review Board concluded that 
the pottery charger met the criteria of 
Section 11(1)(a) and (b) of the Cultural 
Property Export and Import Act. The Board 
established a three-month delay period, 
expiring on April 25, 1990, and notified sev- 
eral institutions that the pottery charger was 
available for purchase. In April 1990, the 
George R. Gardiner Museum of Ceramic Art 
applied for a grant under the terms of the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act. The 
grant was approved in August of this 


fiscal year. 


PERMIT APPLICATION #52642 

15 GOLD SPECIMENS 

The permit issuing officer in Edmonton, 
Alberta, received this permit application on 
February 22, 1990. The application stated 
that the gold specimens were from the 
Bralorne Mine in British Columbia, and that 
they were included in Group I(2)(c) of the 
Cultural Property Export Control List. The 
application also indicated that the value of 
the specimens was $225,000 US. 


The permit officer referred the application 
to the Department of Geology of the 
University of Alberta and a professor of min- 


eralogy, acting as signing expert examiner, 


recommended that the permit be denied. He 
stated that these were substantial specimens, 
and that their export would leave no known 
comparable examples in Canada. He noted 
that the unique archival documentation 
about mining operations that accompanied 
the collection should also be preserved. The 
applicant appealed this decision, and a hear- 
ing was scheduled for April 3, 1990. Neither 
the applicant nor the expert examiner 
attended the appeal hearing, and the appli- 
cant declined to provide reasons why the per- 


mit should be granted. 


In a written statement, the expert examiner 
reiterated that he had recommended refusal 
of the permit because these were among the 
largest and best preserved specimens from 
the Bralorne Mine. He advised the Board 
that the closed Bralorne Mine had been one 
of the most important gold producers in 
British Columbia during the 1930s and 
1940s. These specimens contained high con- 
centrations of native gold set in a quartz 
matrix. This added to their aesthetic appeal 
as well as to their scientific importance. The 
specimens had also been treated with acid to 
dissolve most of the quartz, so the mass of 
gold present was clearly visible. He also noted 
that because of the bullion value of gold, few 
large crystallized specimens were preserved, 
and the rarity of such specimens added to 


their value. 


The expert examiner also stated that he 
believed several institutions in Canada would 
be interested in acquiring one or more of the 
specimens. He advised the Board, however, 
that consideration should be given to the 
security the institution could provide for this 
collection. During the past 25 years, many of 
the world’s finest gold specimens have been 
stolen from mineral collections and sold 


for their bullion value, with the result that

irreplaceable material has been destroyed. He 
also noted that the archival material accompa- 
nying the specimens added to their signifi- 
cance. Therefore, any institution acquiring 
the gold specimens should also be able to pre- 


serve the supporting documentation. 


After considering the expert examiner’s sub- 
mission, the Review Board unanimously 
agreed that the gold specimens satisfied the 
criteria of Section 11(1)(a) and (b) of the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act. The 
Board created a three-month delay period. 
During this time a grant under the terms of 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act was 
approved to assist the Provincial Museum of 


Alberta to purchase the gold specimens. 


PERMIT APPLICATION #50662 

THE WINTER CROSSING FROM LEVIS TO QUEBEC

CIRCA 1858

A Montreal art dealer wishing to export the 
painting to the United States submitted this 
permit application on May 8, 1990. The 
application indicated that the painting was 
included in Group V(2)(b) of the Cultural 
Property Export Control List, and that it had 
a fair market value of $125,000. 


Officials referred the application to the 
Montreal Museum of Fine Arts as an expert 
examiner for fine art for the Port of 
Montreal. The Curator of Canadian Art 
(before 1960), acting as signing expert exam- 
iner, recommended that the permit be 
refused. She emphasized the outstanding sig- 
nificance of works by Cornelius Krieghoff, 
and the relevance of their subject matter to 


Canadian history. 


The applicant appealed the expert exam- 
iner’s decision on June 27, 1990, and the 
Board scheduled an appeal hearing for 
September 18 in Yellowknife. Neither the 
applicant nor the examiner appeared before 
the Board, although both submitted written 
statements. In his statement, the applicant 
noted that there were many examples of 
Krieghoff’s work available in Canada, both 
commercially and in public institutions. With 
respect to the subject of this work, he indi- 
cated that many interpretations of the same 
subject by Krieghoff were already repre- 
sented in public and private collections. He 
concluded by asking for the Board’s under- 
standing in his attempt to create an interna- 
tional market for the work of Canadian 


artists. 


In her statement, the expert examiner noted 
that the painting dated from an important 
and productive period of Kreighoff’s oeuvre. 
She acknowledged that the subject of this 
painting — the ice bridge between Levis and 
Quebec — was a typical choice for many 
artists of this era. She argued, however, that it 
represented an important recurring theme in 
Krieghoff’s work. In conclusion, she stated 
that because the painting showed the winter 
route between the two cities it was notable for 
its depiction of an important historic mode 


of transportation in Quebec. 


After considering the available information, 
the Review Board concluded that the paint- 
ing met the criteria of Section 11(1)(a) and 
(b) of the Cultural Property Export and Import 
Act, and agreed to disallow the appeal. The 
Board established a three-month delay 
period, expiring on December 18, 1990, and 
notified all Category A institutions desig- 
nated for Group V (fine art) of the Cultural 
Property Export Control List that the paint- 


ing was available for purchase. 


At the expiration of the delay period no 
institution had purchased the painting and 
the Review Board directed that the permit be 


issued without further delay. 


PERMIT APPLICATION #52739 

GREEN AND GOLD PORTRAIT OF VERA 

circA 1930 

BY FREDERICK H. VARLEY 

OIL ON CANVAS 

60 x 50 cm 

On June 27, 1990, a Montreal art dealer 
applied for a permit to export a painting by 
Frederick Varley to the United States. The 
application stated that the painting was 
included in Group V of the Cultural Property 
Export Control List, and that it had an esti- 
mated fair market value of $145,000. 


The permit officer referred the application 
to the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts as an 
expert examiner for fine art for the Port of 
Montreal. The Curator of Canadian Art 
(before 1960), acting as signing expert exam- 
iner, recommended that the permit be 
refused because the painting was a fine exam- 
ple from a series of portraits by the artist 


depicting a young student, Vera Weatherbie. 


The applicant appealed the expert exam- 
iner’s decision on September 6, 1990 and the 
Board scheduled an appeal hearing for 
September 18. Neither the applicant nor the 
expert examiner attended the appeal hear- 
ing. The expert examiner, however, provided 
a brief written statement supplying additional 
information about why she had recom- 


mended that the permit be refused. 


The expert examiner noted that Frederick 
Varley (1881-1969) had emigrated from 
England to Canada in 1912, and had immedi- 
ately become associated with the artists who 


would later form the Group of Seven. Varley 


exhibited regularly with the Group in the 
1920s, and it was during this period that he 
became known for his portraits. She also 
noted that she had consulted with curators at 
the National Gallery of Canada and the Art 
Gallery of Ontario, and all agreed that this 
was an important work by Varley that should 


remain in Canada. 


After considering this information, the 
Review Board concluded that the painting 
met the criteria of Section 11(1)(a) and (b) 
of the Cultural Property Export and Import Act. 
The Board established a three-month delay 
period, expiring on December 18, 1990. It 
also immediately advised all Category A insti- 
tutions designated for Group V (fine art) of 
the Cultural Property Export Control List 
that the painting was available for purchase. 
At the expiration of the delay period no insti- 
tution had purchased the painting and the 
Review Board directed that permit be issued 


without further delay. 


PERMIT APPLICATION #50642 

IROQUOIS FALSE FACE SOCIETY MASK 

LATE NINETEENTH CENTURY 

CARVED WOOD, COPPER, HORSE HAIR 

HEIGHT (MASK ONLY) 29.2 CM 

On September 1, 1990, a Montreal dealer in 
ethnographic art applied for a permit to 
export this Iroquois False Face Society mask 
to the United States. The application stated 
that the mask was included in Group II (2) (a) 
of the Cultural Property Export Control 
List, and that it had a fair market value of 
$10,000 US. 


The application was referred to the McCord 
Museum of Canadian History as an expert 
examiner for ethnographic art and ethnogra- 
phy. The Registrar, acting as signing expert 
examiner, recommended that the application 


be refused because members of the False 


Face Society of the Six Nation Confederacy 
considered False Face masks to be sacred arti- 
facts. He also noted that this was an excellent 
example of an evening mask, and that it 
should be returned to the community where 


it had been collected. 


The applicant appealed the expert exam- 
iner’s decision on September 24, 1990, and 
the Board scheduled an appeal hearing for 
November 20, in Hull, Quebec. Neither the 
applicant nor the expert examiner attended 
the appeal hearing, but each submitted writ- 
ten statements for consideration by the 
Review Board. In his statement, the applicant 
indicated that Iroquois False Face masks were 
well represented in several large museum col- 
lections in eastern Canada, and that this 
mask would therefore not be of any interest 
to them. He noted that smaller museums 
might be interested in acquiring the mask, 
but suggested that they lacked the necessary 
acquisition funds. As a result, there was no 


apparent buyer in Canada. 


The expert examiner submitted additional 
information about why he had recommended 
the permit be refused. This included several 
articles about the False Face Society. 
Information in these articles indicated that 
False Face Society masks depicted beings 
seen in the forest or in dreams. When wear- 
ing these masks, members of the Society were 
believed to have special powers that they 
derived from the mask. The masks them- 
selves, therefore, were seen to have powers. 
As a result, these masks could not be closed 
up in boxes, and required special treatment 
such as having tobacco burned for them 


periodically. 


In his statement, the expert examiner noted 
that the mask had two small tobacco bundles 
attached to it, which meant that rituals had 
been performed to make it a sacred mask. He 
also noted that ethical questions about 
including sacred masks in museum collec- 
tions have received international attention 
during the past decade. Many museums had 
since returned such masks to their communi- 
ties of origin. He also noted that the mask 
under consideration had been acquired by a 
government official in 1923, and questioned 
the circumstances under which this had 
occurred. Similar sacred items had been 
seized by government officials from other 
tribes during this period and had since been 
returned. It was possible, therefore, that the 
Grand River Reserve might still be the legal 


owner of the mask. 


After considering both arguments, the Review 
Board unanimously agreed that the mask met 
all the criteria of Section 11(1) (a) and (b) of 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act. 
During its deliberations the Board also noted 
that this was a “living” mask, and as such 
should not be considered a work of art but 
rather a sacred, ceremonial object. The 
Board concluded that the mask properly 
belonged with the native community, and that 
it should be given the right of first refusal to 
purchase the mask. The Review Board there- 
fore created a six-month delay period that 


extended into the next fiscal year.

KWAKIUTL PUPPET MODEL CANOE 

circa 1910 

LENGTH: 123.2 CM 

A Vancouver dealer in art and ethnography 
applied for a permit on July 16, 1990 to 
export this Kwakiutl puppet model canoe to 
the United States. The application indicated 


that the puppet model canoe was included in

Group II of the Cultural Property Export 
Control List, and that it had a fair market 
value of $10,500. 


The application was referred to the 
University of British Columbia Museum of 
Anthropology as the expert examiner for 
ethnographic art and ethnography for the 
Port of Vancouver. The Curator of 
Ethnology, acting as signing expert exam- 
iner, recommended that the permit be 
refused because the puppet canoe was not 
the common type made for sale. Instead, it 
was a Tokwit ceremonial piece that func- 
tioned in a puppet-like manner in the theatri- 
cal ceremonies of the Kwakiutl people. She 
also commented that several museums in 
British Columbia had shown an interest in 


acquiring this puppet canoe, and that no 


comparable piece existed among their collec-. 


tions. In conclusion, the expert examiner 
stated that the puppet model canoe was 
unique, and that because of its rarity, should 


be retained in Canada. 


The applicant appealed the decision on 
September 6, 1991, and the Board scheduled 
an appeal hearing for November 20 in Hull, 
Quebec. Neither the applicant nor the expert 
examiner attended the appeal hearing, 
although both submitted written statements 
for consideration by the Review Board. The 
applicant stated that he had offered to sell 
the puppet canoe to the Royal British 
Columbia Museum and the Campbell River 
and District Museum, but neither had suffi- 
cient funds to purchase it. He also noted that 
the canoe had not been put on the market 
for over a year while it was offered to muse- 
ums, and that it was his policy to offer such 
pieces to museums first. The applicant con- 
cluded his statement by observing that while 
he favoured keeping significant objects in 


Canada, the livelihood of a commercial 


gallery depended on buying and selling. He 
felt that he had behaved responsibly by 
attempting to sell the puppet canoe to a 


museum in Canada. 


The expert examiner confirmed that this was 
a Kwakiutl Tokwit canoe, and that such 
objects appeared during dances as demon- 
strations of the supernatural power of the 
dancer. During the dance, they appeared as 
if by magic, and then moved across the dance 
area. Various forms were known, including 
frogs, birds, crabs and human-like puppets, 
but Tokwit pieces representing canoes were 


rare and seldom available to museums. 


The expert examiner also stated that she had 
known of the existence of this puppet canoe 
for some time prior to the application for the 
export permit, but as the applicant was wait- 
ing for a response from another museum, she 
had not pursued its acquisition. She had since 
learned that these negotiations had been 
unsuccessful, but believed that no other 
museum had been offered the opportunity to 
acquire it. The expert examiner concluded 
her statement by confirming that several 
museums in British Columbia remained inter- 
ested in the puppet canoe, and would pur- 


chase it if they were given the opportunity. 


After considering the two submissions, the 
Review Board unanimously concluded that 
the Kwakiutl puppet model canoe met the 
criteria of Section 11(1)(a) and (b) of the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act. It cre- 
ated a six-month delay period, which 


extended into the next fiscal year.

COLLECTION OF ANTIQUE FURNITURE 

On October 29, 1990, the executor of an 
estate applied for a permit in Montreal 


to export a collection of antiques and

household effects for sale at auction in the 
United States. The application indicated that 
there were approximately 250 items in the 
collection, and that they were included in 
Groups IV, V and VII of the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Control List. 


The application was referred to the Montreal 
Museum of Fine Arts as the expert examiner 
for decorative art for the Port of Montreal. 
Four curators — the Curator of Canadian Art 
(before 1960), the Curator of Prints and 
Drawings, the Curator of Decorative Art and 
the Curator of Sculpture and Canadian 
Decorative Arts (before 1960) — all acted as 
signing expert examiner for this application. 
Of the approximately 250 items in the collec- 
tion, they recommended that seven be 
refused export. These included one painting 
and one drawing by Charles Huot, a drawing 
by Marc-Auréle de Foy Suzor-Coté, a nine- 
teenth-century map of the northern United 
States, a corner cupboard, a Napoleon III 
table and a love seat. The remainder of the 
collection consisted of household effects that 
were not considered to meet the criteria of 
“outstanding significance and national 
importance” contained in Section 11 of the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act. 


The applicant appealed the expert examin- 
ers’ decision on January 10, 1991, and the 
Board scheduled an appeal hearing for the 
January 22, 1991 meeting of the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board. 
Neither the applicant nor the expert examin- 
ers appeared before the Board, and the appli- 


cant did not submit a written statement. 


In their statements, the expert examiners 
argued in favour of retaining the seven 
objects in Canada because of their rarity and 


interest for Canadian collections. They noted 


that the painting and drawing by Charles 
Huot were of historic interest as he was best 
known for his religious murals, not smaller 
works such as these. Similarly, the drawing by 
Suzor-Coté was important in the develop- 
ment of his art and the still-life and landscape 
painting for which he is known. The 
Napoleon III table was manufactured in 
England during the second half of the nine- 
teenth century, and was of a quality rarely 
found in Canada. The love seat had excep- 
tional carved ornamentation that was attrib- 
uted to Jean-Baptiste Coté of Quebec City 
and was considered rare on furniture from 


the nineteenth century. 


The most exceptional of the pieces, however, 
was the walnut corner cupboard that stood 
2.5 metres high. The cupboard was consid- 
ered to be of great historic and artistic inter- 
est, and had been featured in a book by Jean 
Palardy, Les meubles anciens du Canada 
francais, 1971. The cupboard dated from the 
late eighteenth or early nineteenth century, 
and was probably built as part of the house in 
which it was originally used. As a result, it had 
no back as the wall of the house would have 


been used for this purpose. 


After considering the available documenta- 
tion, the Review Board unanimously con- 
cluded that the painting, drawings, furniture 
and map met the criteria of “outstanding sig- 
nificance and national importance” con- 
tained in Section 11 of the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act. It created a four-month 
delay period during which the Musée du 
Saguenay-Lac-Saint-Jean purchased the col- 
lection with financial assistance from the 
Government of Canada under the terms of 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act.

On December 3, 1990, a Toronto auction 
house applied for a permit to export a paint- 
ing by Tom Thomson, Algonquin October, to 
the United States. The permit stated that the 
painting was included in Group V(2) (b) of 
the Control List, and that it had a value of 
$132,000. 


Officials referred the application to the Art 
Gallery of Ontario as the expert examiner for 
fine art for the Port of Toronto. The curator 
of Canadian historical art, acting as signing 
expert examiner, recommended that the per- 
mit be refused because the painting was of 
exceptional quality and of great importance 


to the national patrimony. 


The applicant appealed the expert exam- 
iner’s decision on January 9, 1991, and the 
Board scheduled an appeal hearing for 
March 26, 1991, in Ottawa. Neither the 
appellant nor the expert examiner attended 
the appeal hearing, but the lawyer for the 
appellant and the expert examiner both pre- 
pared written submissions for consideration 
by the Review Board. In his statement, the 
appellant’s lawyer noted that a commercial 
art gallery in Toronto had tried to sell this 
painting in Canada for several months, but 
no buyer had been found. As a result, the 
painting had been consigned to a Toronto 
auction house which had featured it in the 
catalogue and in advertisements publicizing 
the sale. Notwithstanding this publicity, the 
applicant for the export permit — a 
Canadian citizen living in the United Sates — 
had been the only bidder and had accord- 


ingly purchased the painting. He now wished 
to export the painting and add it to his col- 
lection of Canadian art. The lawyer for the 
applicant concluded his statement by noting 
that considerable effort had already been 
expended to retain the painting in Canada, 
but that his client had been the only person 


prepared to purchase it. 


The expert examiner stated that he had 
viewed the oil sketch on two separate occa- 
sions, and that he believed it should be con- 
sidered a special work from Thomson’s 
mature period as an artist. He also argued 
that this painting demonstrated Thomson’s 
characteristic approach to the composition of 
his works, and his special talent with colour. 
Tom Thomson’s creative life had been very 
short, and his production so small (some 40 
canvases and fewer than 400 oil sketches) 
that every completed work by him had to be 
considered of “outstanding significance and 


national importance.” 


The oil sketch had long been in the collec- 
tion of Dr. Arnold Mason, and therefore also 
represented an important “document” con- 
cerning collecting in Canada. Dr. Mason 
developed his fine collection through close 
associations with the artists whose work inter- 
ested him. Many of these paintings, including 
major canvases by J.E.H. MacDonald, Arthur 
Lismer and F.H. Varley, had been donated to 
the McMichael Canadian Art Collection, and 
the expert examiner suggested that the 
gallery might wish to re-unite this painting 


with the others from that collection. 


After considering the two submissions, the 
Review Board unanimously agreed that the 
appeal should be disallowed and it created a 
three-month delay period, which extended 


into the next fiscal year.

FORMATION 


De 1990-1991, the Review Board took 
the opportunity to visit museums, art gal- 
leries, archives and libraries across Canada in 
conjunction with its regularly scheduled 
meetings. As a result, they received behind 
the scenes tours of the Prince of Wales 
Northern Heritage Centre in Yellowknife, the 
Art Gallery of Hamilton, the National 
Archives of Canada in Ottawa, the Canadian 
Museum of Civilization in Hull, Quebec, and 
the Musée de la Civilisation and the Musée 
du Québec in Quebec City. The Chairperson 
and members of the Secretariat also contin- 
ued to meet with the staff of designated insti- 
tutions to discuss the work of the Review 
Board. 


Members of the Secretariat made presenta- 
tions to the Curators Special Interest Group 
of the Canadian Museums Association, the 
Société des Musées Québécois, the annual 
meeting of the Montreal Museum of Fine 
Arts, and a symposium entitled “The Business 
of Art” held in Toronto. They also made pre- 


sentations to museology classes at Bishop’s 
University and Sir Sandford Fleming College, 
and to the National Archives of Canada train- 
ing course explaining the tax benefits avail- 
able for donations of cultural property. 
Advice and information were also provided to 
donors, accountants, financial advisers, 
lawyers, and museum, archives and library 


personnel. 


In May 1990, the Art Gallery of Nova Scotia 
and Royal Trust organized a seminar entitled 
“The Art of Giving — Benefits to the 
Taxpayer of Investing In and Donating 
Cultural Property.” The Secretary to the 
Board participated in the panel discussion 
with lawyers, accountants and art dealers to 
explain the tax implications for gifts of cul- 
tural property. The seminar attracted more 
than 100 people, and generated considerable 
interest in the benefits of gifting. Several 
other museums across Canada subsequently 
expressed interest in holding similar 


seminars.

alas primary purpose of the Cultural 
Property Export and Import Act, proclaimed in 
September 1977, is to preserve in Canada sig- 
nificant examples of Canadian heritage in 
movable cultural property. This is accom- 
plished through a system of export controls, 
tax incentives for private individuals who 
donate or sell cultural objects to public insti- 
tutions, and grants to assist institutions in 
purchasing cultural objects under certain 


circumstances.

The Movable Cultural Property Program, in 
addition to providing administrative services 
to the Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board, carries out ministerial respon- 


sibilities under the Act (see Appendix III). 


F/XP ORT CONTROL 


Re responsibilities of the Movable 
Cultural Property Program include oversee- 
ing the processing of all cultural property 
export permits through the permit officer 
and expert examiner networks. Export per- 
mits are issued by officials of Canada 
Customs in 12 cities across Canada, while the 
expert examiner function is performed by 
more than 350 academics, curators, archivists 
and librarians in local institutions. The 
Program also maintains records concerning 
illegal exports and imports and advises the 


RCMP and Canada Customs on enforcement. 


The Movable Cultural Property Program is 
grateful for the co-operation and assistance 
of the many individuals across Canada who 
act as expert examiners and permit officers 


in the administration of the Act. 


EXPORT PERMITS 


The application procedures for cultural 
property export permits are outlined in 
Appendix IV and a breakdown of the applica- 
tions processed in 1990-1991 is in Appendix 
VI. The number of applications received was 
consistent with that of the previous year, and 
it appears that the volume of permits has sta- 
bilized. The Program processed 359 applica- 
tions, many of which (247) were issued 
routinely by permit officers. Another 101 
were issued on the advice of expert examin- 
ers. Four permits were refused by expert 
examiners and not appealed, and seven per- 
mit refusals were appealed to the Review 
Board. The details concerning these refusals 
and subsequent appeals by the applicants can 


be found in Part I of this report. 


Revenue Canada, Customs and Excise contin- 
ued to provide information about cultural 
property that had been exported without a 
cultural property export permit. Some of 
these exports involved objects that were not 
subject to the control provisions of the 
Canadian Cultural Property Export Control 
List, while others required permits. In the 
cases requiring permits Canada Customs held 
the objects until the applicants obtained the 
necessary documentation. None of these inci- 
dents resulted in charges for the illegal 
export, or attempted illegal export, of cul- 


tural property. 


ILLEGAL EXPORTS 


As noted in the 1989-1990 Annual Report, 
the Court of Queen’s Bench in Alberta 
acquitted Korite Minerals Ltd. of Calgary of 
five of six charges of illegally exporting 
palaeontological specimens from Canada. 
In doing so, the Court ruled that it was the 
responsibility of the applicant for a cultural 
property export permit to determine if the 
object being exported was of “scientific, edu- 
cational or display value” as stated in Group I 
of the Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Control List. The Crown appealed this ruling 
in December 1989, and Korite Minerals Ltd. 
subsequently conceded the Crown’s appeal. 
In December 1990, the Alberta Court of 
Appeal agreed to reverse the acquittal of 
Korite Minerals, and the Crown entered a 
stay of proceedings with respect to all charges 
against the corporation. The effect of these 
actions was that the ruling of the Alberta 
Court of Queen’s Bench was overturned and 
the Crown did not proceed with the charges 
of illegally exporting cultural property that 
had been brought against Korite Minerals. 


In November 1989, the Atlantic Region 
Investigations Division of Revenue Canada, 
Customs and Excise provided information 
about the possible illegal export of antique 
stained glass. A Montreal company tried to 
import two stained glass windows into the 
United States, but attracted the attention of 
the U.S. Customs Services because of irregu- 
larities with their import documents. Program 
officials asked the RCMP to investigate this 
export. With the help of an expert in stained 
glass from Montreal, officials determined that 
the stained glass windows had been manufac- 
tured around 1920. As objects of decorative 
art that are less than 100 years old do not 
require an export permit, officials concluded 
that no offence had occurred under the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act. 


In May 1990, the Program received a com- 
plaint that a pamphlet edition of William 
Faulkner’s story Turnabout had been 
exported to the United States without a cul- 
tural property export permit. The pamphlet 
had been privately published in Ottawa in 
1939 as a patriotic gesture by a paint distribu- 
tor, although the number of copies pub- 
lished was unknown. Information obtained 
from experts suggested that the pamphlet 
was now extremely rare, and that no known 
‘copies existed in Canada. As the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Control List estab- 
lishes that an export permit is required for a 
printed book or pamphlet that is greater 
than 50 years old and has a fair market value 
in Canada of more than $3,000, the case was 
referred to the RCMP for investigation. Their 
investigation confirmed that the pamphlet 
had been exported without a permit, and dis- 
cussions are ongoing with American authori- 


ties for its return to Canada. 


In July 1990, the Program received informa- 


tion about a P39 Aircobra aircraft that had 


been salvaged in the Northwest Territories 
and was being shipped to the United States. 
The aircraft, purchased by the U.S. Air Force 
in 1943, had crashed that same year in the 
Northwest Territories while en route to the 
Soviet Union as part of the lend-lease pro- 
gram. Program officials expressed concern 
that an export permit had not been obtained 
for the airplane and asked the RCMP to 
investigate the possibility of an illegal export. 
After consultation with the National Air and 
Space Museum in Washington, D.C., and the 
manufacturer of the aircraft, Bell Aerospace 
in Buffalo, New York, officials determined 
that the aircraft had been manufactured in 
1943. Because it was less than 50 years old, no 
cultural property export permit was required. 
Canada Customs, however, held the aircraft 
and subsequently transferred custody to the 
Canadian Coast Guard for detention as 


“wreck” under the Canada Shipping Act. 


In November 1990, program officials 
received information that several archaeo- 
logical artifacts had been removed from the 
wreck of the GUNILDA in Lake Superior 
and exported to the United States. 
Archaeological objects, of any value, discov- 
ered 75 years after their loss, concealment or 
abandonment are subject to export control. 
As a result, the RCMP were asked to investi- 
gate. The RCMP interviewed several individu- 
als who had knowledge of the export and 
confirmed that the objects had, in fact, been 
exported without a permit. The RCMP 
learned that the objects had been exported 
to enhance a lecture about the GUNILDA and 
had been returned to Canada immediately 
afterward. The RCMP confirmed that all of 
the artifacts were in Canada and warned the 
exporter that any future exportations without 
the required permit would result in prosecu- 


tion for the illegal export of cultural 


property.

Ali designation of institutions is a minis- 
terial responsibility associated with the certifi- 
cation process. It is a means of ensuring that 
tax certificates are issued only to institutions 
that are publicly owned, and have the 
required curatorial capability and appropri- 
ate environmental controls to preserve cul- 
tural property. Also, as a matter of policy, to 
be eligible to apply for cultural property 
grants or loans, institutions must be desig- 


nated. 


Section 2 of the Act defines an “institution” 
as one that is publicly owned or operated for 
the benefit of the public, established for edu- 
cational or cultural purposes and that con- 
serves objects, exhibits them or otherwise 
makes then available to the public. A “public 
authority” is defined as Her Majesty in right 
of Canada or a province, an agent of Her 
Majesty in either such right, a municipality in 
Canada, or a public body or corporation per- 
forming a function of government in 


Canada.

Institutions or public authorities may be des- 
ignated as either Category A or B. Under 
Category A, a Canadian institution or public 
authority is designated indefinitely and for 
general purposes relative to its mandate to 
collect and preserve, or collect and cause to 
be preserved, movable cultural property. 
Under Category B, a Canadian institution or 
public authority is designated indefinitely in 
relation to specific cultural property that a 
person proposes to donate or sell to it. A 
document describing the benefits available to 
designated institutions and the eligibility cri- 
teria for the two categories is available upon 


request. 


During fiscal year 1990-1991, the Minister 
granted 11 institutions Category A designa- 
tion, bringing the total to 225. He also 
granted Category B designation to eight insti- 
tutions and two public authorities. A com- 
plete list of designated institutions and public 


authorities can be found in Appendix VII.

Paes to Section 35 of the Act, the 
Minister may make grants and loans to insti- 
tutions and public authorities to purchase 
objects for which export permits have been 
refused, or cultural property located outside 
of Canada that is related to the national her- 
itage. The Movable Cultural Property 
Program administers the program of grants 
and loans on behalf of the Minister of 
Communications. Appendix VIII contains a 
short outline of the criteria that must be met 
before a designated institution or public 
authority can qualify for a cultural property 
grant or loan. A document explaining the 
requirements and procedures in more detail 


is available to all interested individuals. 


As part of the increased museum funding 
included in the federal museum policy 
announced in June 1990, the grant budget 
was increased by $200,000 to $1,801,000. 
These funds were to be phased-in with 
$100,000 being added to the budget in 1990- 
1991 and the full $200,000 included in 1991- 
1992 and subsequent fiscal years. Despite 
these additional resources, however, the 
Program was still unable to respond to all the 


demands for assistance that it received. 


In 1990-1991, the Board received a total of 33 
applications for cultural property grants. Five 
grant applications were refused, four applica- 
tions were withdrawn and two institutions 
were unsuccessful at auction. Ten grants car- 
ried forward from the previous fiscal year 
were paid this year, but two grants received in 
1990-1991 could not be paid because of insuf- 
ficient funds. The 32 grants awarded totalled 
$1,704,977, representing an over-commit- 


ment of almost $4,000. 


GRANTS AND LOANS 


The Program made two grants totalling 
$129,000, or approximately 8 percent of 
grant expenditures, to prevent the export of 
objects from Canada. The Art Gallery of 
Ontario purchased a drawing by Jean- 
Francois Millet and the George R. Gardiner 
Museum of Ceramic Art received assistance 
to purchase an English pottery charger. 
Information concerning these grants can be 
found in the 1989-1990 Annual Report and 
in Part I of this report under the Review of 


Applications for Export Permits. 


The other grants, totalling $1,575,978 (92 
percent) were for the purchase of objects or 
collections from abroad. Of particular inter- 
est was the repatriation from the United 
States of a painting by William Bent Berczy 
(1791-1873), Indian Dance at Amherstberg, circa 
1825, by the National Gallery of Canada. 
Considered to be one of the most important 
paintings from this period to become avail- 
able for purchase in recent years, it is one of 
three related works painted at Amherstberg 
by Berczy between 1819 and 1832. It is also 
one of only three known oil paintings by the 
artist. The subject of Indian Dance at 
Amherstberg reflects the historic nature of the 
region that was, for many years, the western- 
most outpost in British North America. For 
this reason, the region became a major meet- 
ing and trading place for Indian tribes of the 
Great Lakes area. The painting had been 
attributed to an American artist, James Otto 
Lewis, but research undertaken by curators at 
the National Gallery and the Royal Ontario 
Museum showed that it was indeed the work 
of Berczy. As one of only a few known paint- 
ings from Upper Canada during this period, 
Indian Dance at Amherstburg is considered a 


Canadian masterpiece.

Another significant acquisition was a painting 
by Paul Peel (1860-1892), The Modest Model, 
1889, by the London Regional Art and 
Historical Museums. This painting, also repa- 
triated from the United States, was awarded 
an honourable mention at the Spring Salon 
in Paris in 1889, making it one of the first 
Canadian paintings to receive such interna- 
tional acclaim. The painting deals with a 
common subject in nineteenth-century art, 
the theme of the artist in his studio with his 
model. It also alludes to an allegorical rela- 
tionship between illusion and reality, 
between the concept of art and the concept 
of nature. Paul Peel was born and educated 
in London, Ontario, and the acquisition of 
this fine, late work by him represents a major 
addition to the collection of the London 


Regional Art and Historical Museums. 


An unusual acquisition was that of the railway 
car Curzon by the Cranbrook Archives, 
Museum and Landmark Foundation. Built in 
1907 for the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
Curzon is a compartment-buffet-library-obser- 
vation car with the interior finished in exotic 
inlaid woods, brass fixtures, wool carpets and 
plush upholstery. The Curzon was used on 
the Soo-Spokane Train Deluxe, which provided 


international service from St. Paul, 
Minnesota, to Spokane, Washington, via 
Moosejaw, Medicine Hat, Crowsnest Pass, 
Lethbridge, and Cranbrook. In 1909, the line 
was extended to Portland, Oregon, giving the 
CPR access to Pacific steamers. The 
Cranbrook Archives, Museum and Landmark 
Foundation is assembling five complete train 
sets representing five eras of railway passen- 
ger development (1887, 1907, 1929, 1938 and 
1954). The acquisition of the Curzon pro- 
vided the third of six cars needed for the 
1907 train. It is the only known remaining car 


of this type.

S ection 37 of the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act authorizes Canada to enter 
into international agreements relating to the 
illicit international traffic in cultural prop- 
erty. This enabled Canada, on June 28, 1978, 
to become a signatory to the 1970 UNESCO 
Convention on the Means of Prohibiting and 
Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and 
Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property. 
(See Appendix XI for a list of signatories to 
this convention.) During the fiscal year, 
Canada undertook the investigations 
described here pursuant to the 1970 
UNESCO Convention. 


ILLEGAL IMPORTS 


Proceedings continued concerning the illegal 
import of a collection of Peruvian artifacts 
described in the past five annual reports. 
Legal counsel for the importer proposed an 
out-of-court settlement by offering to surren- 
der all but five of the artifacts to the 
Government of Peru. He did not specify 
which five objects he wished to retain, and 
the Government of Peru declined the offer. 
No decision about future proceedings had 


been made at the end of the fiscal year. 


As discussed in the last two annual reports, in 
August 1988 the RCMP in Halifax seized a 
large collection of textiles that officials 
believed had been illegally exported from 
Bolivia and Peru. Based on information 
obtained during the RCMP investigation, the 
police charged the importer with the illegal 
import of cultural property contrary to the 
provisions of the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act. The preliminary inquiry was held

from September to November 1990, and 
experts in Bolivian and Peruvian material cul- 
ture and law provided expert testimony. As a 
result of the evidence presented at the pre- 
liminary inquiry, the importer was committed 
to trial for the illegal import of Bolivian cul- 
tural property. The judge ruled, however, 
that there was insufficient evidence for com- 
mittal to trial on the charge of illegally 
importing Peruvian cultural property. The 
trial for the illegal import of the Bolivian 
material was scheduled to begin in 
September 1991. 


In March 1990, Canada Customs in Quebec 
City seized a collection of artifacts being 
imported from Mexico. After a preliminary 
examination of photographs of the collec- 
tion, an archaeologist confirmed that he 
believed that the objects were genuine 
archaeological artifacts and were of the type 
that was subject to export control in Mexico. 
The archaeologist then travelled to Quebec 
City to examine the artifacts and confirmed 
that all 19 were archaeological objects. He 
suggested, however, that only one of them, a 
jar made of cream slip with a human face 
applied to the vessel neck, might be of inter- 
est to Mexican archaeologists. After further 
investigation, the RCMP concluded that the 
importer had not acted with criminal intent 


and that prosecution was not warranted. 


In September 1990, Canada Customs in 
Montreal detained a shipment of Islamic 
mosaic tiles depicting geometric designs, 
plants, animals and human figures as a possi- 
ble illegal export of cultural property. 


Further examination determined that the 


tiles dated to circa 500 A.D. and had been 
removed from three or four different build- 
ings. Investigators also concluded that the 
tiles had been excavated at least 15 years ago 
and had been in storage since then. The 
country of origin of the tiles could not be 
determined by experts, although it was 
believed that the tiles had come from Syria. 
Information from the importer established 
that the tiles had been purchased in Lebanon 
and shipped directly to Montreal. As 
Lebanon is not a signatory to the 1970 
UNESCO Convention, no cultural property 
agreement is in effect and no further action 
was possible under the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act. The RCMP alerted the 
International Criminal Police Organization 
(INTERPOL) and the International 
Foundation for Art Research (IFAR) to the 
possible theft of these tiles, but neither orga- 
nization was able to establish that the tiles 
had been stolen. The RCMP also contacted 
several Middle East countries, but when these 
countries were unable to provide any infor- 
mation about the mosaic tiles, they were 


released to the importer. 


COMMITTEES 


In 1983, and again in 1987, Canada was 
elected to the UNESCO Intergovernmental 
Committee for Promoting the Return of 
Cultural Property to its Countries of Origin 
and its Restitution in Case of Illicit 
Appropriation. The Intergovernmental 
Committee was formed in 1978 to promote 
the return of cultural property and to assist 


with the implementation of the 1970 


UNESCO Convention on the Means of 
Prohibiting and Preventing the Illicit Import, 
Export and Transfer of Ownership of 
Cultural Property. The Committee is 
composed of 20 member states elected for a 
four-year term by the UNESCO General 
Conference. Meetings are held every second 
year, and the Program Director represents 


Canada on this Committee. 


The role of the Committee is to provide a 
forum for negotiation, discussion and “con- 
sciousness raising” about illicit trafficking and 
the return of cultural property. It also has the 
ancillary role of focusing attention on the 
1970 Convention and UNESCO’s work in this 
regard. The Committee can intervene when 
bilateral negotiations have already begun 


between countries, but does so in an advisory 


capacity. 


CONCLUSION 


The year 1990-1991 marked a turning point 
in the work of the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Review Board and the Movable 
Cultural Property Program. The determina- 
tion of fair market value for gifts of certified 
cultural property has dramatically increased 
the responsibility and workload of both the 
Board and Program. The Review Board wel- 
comes this additional responsibility and the 


challenges its implementation will bring.

Pursuant to Section 32 of the Act, an institu- 


tion or public authority designated by the 
Minister for this purpose may request that the 
Review Board determine whether cultural 
property being disposed of (by gift or sale) 
meets: (a) one or more of the criteria of out- 
standing significance set out in paragraph 
11(1)(a); and (b) the degree of national 
importance referred to in paragraph 11(1) (b) 
of the Act. 


Where the Review Board determines that the 
cultural property meets the criteria of out- 
standing significance and national impor- 
tance, the cultural property qualifies for 
certification for income tax purposes and the 
Review Board issues a Cultural Property 
Income Tax Certificate to the designated insti- 
tution or public authority making the applica- 
tion. It should be noted that objects proposed 
for certification need not be included in the 
Canadian Cultural Property Export Control 
List. Thus, objects less than 50 years old and 
made by a living person may qualify.

PROCEDURES AND CRITERIA USED BY THE 


Certified cultural property is exempt from tax 
on taxable capital gains when disposed of (by 
gift or sale) to an institution or public author- 
ity in Canada designated for the purpose and, 
in the case of a donation, also qualifies as a 
tax credit for 100 percent of net income 
under the provisions of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada). 


INTERPRETATION OF CRITERIA 


When making determinations which arise out 
of applications for certification for income tax 
purposes, the criteria under the Cultural 
Property Export and Import Act require that an 
object meet the conditions of “outstanding 
significance” — paragraph 11(1)(a) — and 
then be found to be “of such a degree of 
national importance that its departure would 
significantly diminish the national heritage” 
— paragraph 11(1)(b). These criteria were 
devised for export purposes and are applied 
by expert examiners when rendering advice 
on approval or refusal of an application for an 


export permit. 


The Review Board has found them to be 
equally appropriate for making its determina- 


tion when hearing appeals for export permits. 


For the purposes of applications for certifica- 
tion of cultural property for income tax pur- 
poses, the Review Board has interpreted 
“national importance” to include objects of 
local, regional or provincial importance. 
Applicant institutions and public authorities, 
when describing why objects meet the criteria 
of outstanding significance and national 
importance, should indicate the relevance of 
the objects for their collections and, when 
appropriate, include local, regional or provin- 


cial factors in support of their applications. 


Pursuant to the proposed amendments to the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act and the 
Income Tax Act contained in the February 20, 
1990 federal budget, the Review Board is also 
responsible for determining the fair market 


value of certified cultural property.

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PROCEDURES AND CRITERIA USED BY 


THE REVIEW BOARD WHEN REVIEWING 
APPLICATIONS FOR EXPORT PERMITS 


Any applicant for an export permit who 
receives a Notice of Refusal from a permit 
officer on the advice of an expert examiner 
may, within 30 days, request a review of the 
application for an export permit by the 


Review Board. 


In reviewing an application, the Board must 
determine, using the same criteria as 
the expert examiner, whether the object in 


question: 


a) is included in the Control List; 
b) is of outstanding significance by reason of: 
i) its close association with Canadian his- 
tory or national life, 
il) its aesthetic qualities, or 
ili) its value in the study of the arts or 
sciences; and 
c) whether the object is of such a degree of 
national importance that its loss would sig- 


nificantly diminish the national heritage. 


Where the Review Board determines that the 
object fails to meet any of the above criteria, 
it directs the permit officer to issue the 
export permit forthwith. Where the Review 
Board determines that the object meets the 
criteria, and if it is of the opinion that a fair 
offer to purchase the object might be made 
by an institution or public authority in 
Canada within six months after its determina- 
tion, it establishes a delay period of between 
two and six months during which the export 
permit will not be issued. In any other case, 
the Review Board directs the permit officer to 


issue the export permit forthwith. 


Where the Review Board establishes a delay 
period, it gives written notice to the applicant 
and to the Minister. The Minister, on receipt 
of the notice, advises such institutions and 
public authorities as he sees fit of the delay 
period and of the object in respect of which 
the delay period has been established.

WILLIAM ST. THOMAS-SMITH IS AN IMPORTANT ST. THOMAS ARTIST, KNOWN PRINCIPALLY AS A LANDSCAPE AND MARINE PAINTER. 
HE WAS BORN IN 1862 IN BELFAST AND EMIGRATED TO CANADA IN 1869. WHILE ATTENDING ART SCHOOL IN TORONTO IN 
1885 HE WAS NICKNAMED “ST. THOMAS” TO DISTINGUISH HIM FROM ANOTHER WILLIAM SMITH IN THE CLASS. 

HE MOVED TO ST. THOMAS PERMANENTLY IN 1887, BUT CONTINUED TO MAKE SKETCHING TRIPS TO SCOTLAND, 
ENGLAND AND FRANCE.

CRITERIA FOR THE AWARDING OF 
GRANTS AND LOANS 


Under Section 35 of the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act, the Minister may, out of 
monies appropriated by Parliament, make 
grants and loans (a) for the purchase of 
objects in respect of which export permits 
have been refused under the Act, or (b) for 
the purchase of cultural property situated 
outside Canada that is related to the national 


heritage. 


The Minister, as a matter of policy, has pro- 
vided that only cultural property under (a) 
above which is also subject to a delay period 
as a result of an appeal to the Review Board, 


is considered eligible for a grant or loan. 


Cultural property under (b) above which is 
situated outside Canada may be cultural 
property which was made or found in 
Canada, or was made outside Canada for any 
purpose or use in Canada, or commissioned 
by a person who resided in Canada, or which 
incorporates a Canadian theme or subject, or 
is identifiable with a prominent person, insti- 
tution or memorable event relating to the 


history or national life of Canada. 


Again, as a matter of policy, the Minister has 
provided that such cultural property is also 
required to be of such a standard of quality 
that it meets the conditions of outstanding 
significance set out in paragraph 11(1) (a) of 
the Act and meets the degree of national 
importance set out in paragraph 11(1)(b) as 
determined by the Review Board. 


All applications for grants and loans are 
judged on their merits taking into considera- 
tion all the relevant factors. However, the 
Minister’s decision to approve an application 
from a designated institution or public 
authority for a grant or loan takes into 
account the extent to which the applicant has 
shown a willingness to provide funds of its 
own towards the purchase price and, if neces- 
sary, the extent to which it has explored 


other sources of funding.
